CAUSES  OF  INFANT  DEATHS 


There  were  369  live  births  during  the  year,  an  increase  from 
341  in  the  previous  year.  There  were  eighteen  deaths  of 
children  under  one  year. 

Deaths  of  children  under  four  weeks  (14)  Three  children  died 
of  gross  abnormalities  of  development.  Three  others  died  of 
the  effects  of  a  birth  injury  or  a  difficult  labour,  one  was 
certified  as  an  accidental  death  and  seven  were  from  other 
perinatal  causes. 

Deaths  of  children  four  week  -  one  year  (4)  Two  of  these 
were  deaths  due  to  respiratory  illnesses,  one  a  diarrhoeal 
type  of  illness,  and  one  an  accidental  death. 

The  stillbirth  rate  shows  a  decrease  on  1970  when  it  was 
36.7.  The  perinatal  mortality  rate  shows  a  slight  decrease 
on  1970  when  it  was  48.3. 

All  stillbirths  and  deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life  are 
studied  by  the  Maternity  Liaison  Committees  for  East  and  West 
Cumberland.  Variations  in  local  rates  are  to  be  expected 
because  of  the  very  small  numbers  involved.

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In  1971  there  were  40  deaths  due  to  cancer,  four  of  these 
being  cancers  of  the  lung,  all  male*  The  major  factor  in 
this  form  of  cancer  is  of  course  cigarette  smoking. 

Cigarette  smoking  contributes  to  bronchitis  and  there  were 
eight  male  deaths  plus  one  female  death  from  bronchitis  and 
emphysema. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  are  by  far  the 
commonest  cause  of  death*  Ischaemic  heart  disease,  commonly 
known  as  coronary  heart  disease  caused  the  death  of  59  males 
and  45  females*  This  is  the  third  group  of  deaths  where 
cigarette  smoking  serves  as  a  contributary  cause. 

There  is  a  distressing  loss  of  life  due  to  accidents  and 
suicide*  These  together  accounted  for  seventeen  deaths. 

In  both  cigarette  smoking  and  accidental  death  there  are 
problems  of  human  attitudes  and  behaviour  and  there  remains 
scope  for  a  great  deal  of  education  for  health.

Measles  has  again  provided  the  largest  statistic  in  notified  infectious 
disease.  With  an  effective  vaccine  against  measles  being  used  exten¬ 
sively  in  the  district  it  is  hoped  that  eventually  this  may  become  an 
uncommon  or  absent  disease  in  the  community.  Measles  notifications 
have  fallen  from  215  cases  in  1970  but  the  figures  remain  high. 

Infective  jaundice  has  again  given  rise  to  a  large  number  of  notifications 
during  the  year.  Children  of  5-15  years  have  been  mainly  affected  as  in 
1970.  Clean  personal  habits  at  home  and  at  school  are  vital  in  efforts 
to  control  this  disease.  Control  is  made  more  difficult  because  of  the 
long  incubation  period  for  this  disease.  All  cases  have  been  investig¬ 
ated  for  association  with  food  handling  and  any  necessary  advice  has  been 
given. 

Cases  of  dysentery,  scarlet  fever  and  food  poisoning  are  similarly 
investigated.

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  contribution  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectorate  to  the  Health  Report  for  the  year  1971*  The  statistics 
collated,  and  the  information  derived  from  them  are  the  result  of  the 
final  year’s  work  by  Mr  R  C  Blackburn  as  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
before  his  retirement  in  February  1972.  As  his  colleague  for  the 
past  fifteen  years  I  would  like  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of 
the  assistance  and  guidance  I  received  from  him  during  this  period. 

Housing 

During  the  year  64  houses  were  built  for  the  Council ,  the  highest 
number  for  three  years.  The  number  of  families  rehoused  during  the 
same  period,  115,  was  also  the  highest  since  1968.  New  applications 
for  Council  houses  amounted  to  225  and  were  consistent  with  those  of 
former  years. 

Improvements  to  existing  dwellings  received  a  boost  in  October  by  an 
increase  of  50  per  cent  in  the  maximum  of  the  grant  aid.  This 
resulted  in  many  more  enquiries  followed  by  applications  and  a  total 
of  127  houses  were  improved  with  grants  during  the  year. 

The  clearance  or  closure  of  unfit  dwellings  continued  at  a  moderate 
pace  and  some  67  dwellings  were  demolished  or  closed.  Administrative 
work  also  commenced  on  the  revitalisation  of  a  former  pit  village  where 
it  is  hoped  to  combine  the  improvements  of  some  of  the  dwellings  -with 
the  demolition  of  others  together  with  the  building  of  new  dwellings. 

Food 


The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  at  the  public  abattoir  has  continued 
to  rise,  yet  the  amount  of  meat  and  offal  condemned  has  fallen 
considerably.  This  results  principally  from  a  reduction  in  the  amount 
of  fluke  infestation  of  the  liver  to  half  of  that  condemned  in  1970, 
and  the  associated  loss  of  carcases  due  to  oedema  to  almost  nil. 
Increased  publicity  by  the  Veterinary  service  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  of  remedial  measures  that  may  be 
taken  by  farmers  to  prevent  or  reduce  the  incidence  of  this  condition 
must  be  meeting  with  some  success. 

The  further  encroachment  of  the  inspectorate’s  time  by  meat  inspection 
duties  and  also  by  improvement  grant  work  has  resulted  in  insufficient 
time  being  devoted  to  the  routine  work  of  food  shop  inspection. 


Milk  and  Ice  Cream 


Sampling  results  this  year  have  been  generally  satisfactory  and  for 
the  first  time  in  many  years  no  brucellosis  was  isolated  from  milk 
samples. 


Water 


The  West  Cumberland  Water  Board  has  continued  to  Improve  the  public 
supply  services  in  the  district,  and  except  for  privately  supplied 
properties,  a  chlorinated  supply  is  provided  to  all  but  a  few  properties 
in  the  area.  There  is,  however,  a  need  to  improve  the  lack  of 
pressure  to  many  properties,  particularly  in  some  of  the  predominantly 
agricultural  areas  where  milking  time  can  mean  little  or  no  water 
in  the  surrounding  dwellings,  and  in  the  towns  and  villages  where  there 
is  a  common  service  pipe  which  sufficed  when  a  single  tap  provided  the 
tenants1  sole  needs,  but  where  bathrooms  and  hot  water  supplies  have 
now  been  added. 

Rodent  Control 


This  work  has  continued  with  the  assistance  of  a  private  firm  on  a 
contract  basis.  Treatment  of  properties  and  areas  outside  the  contract 
has  had  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Appreciation  is  due  to  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
co-operation  and  support  during  the  year,  and  also  to  members  of  other 
departments  for  their  .assistance  in  the  varying  aspects  of  their  work 
affecting  the  department.
